Artesia Blvd. west of Ains- 
worth Ave. would be moved 
from the Carr area to Madison.

A REQUEST FOR bus trails-

the Hillside School to the Wal- 
teria Elementary School.

"WE BOUGHT our home be­ 
cause it was just two blocks 
from the Hillside School," one 
mother told the HERALD yes­ 
terday.
